PORT CHICAGO, Calif., July 18— Death toll in the ex­ 
plosion of two munitions ships at the naval munitions dump 
here last night includes at least 250 Negro sailors, nine Navy 
officers and the civilian crews of the two ships, it was an­ 
nounced during the early stage of the fatality check. At 
least 200 injured Naval personnel have been removed to the 
Mare Island Navy hospital and the Army hospital at nearby 
Camp Stoneman. 


M A R T IN E Z , Cal., July IS— Hundreds of Navy personnel 
were dead, injured or misting today in the wake of a gigantic 
explosion w hich shattered the Navy ammunition dump at Port 
Chicago, IO miles northeast of San Francisco. 


At least 150 civilians in the town o f Port C hicago, one mile 
from the depot, were injured, Sd of them seriously. 
The terrific explosion, felt and seen as far as 50 miles a w a y , 
occurred when two ammunition ships, one of them being loaded, 
the other apparently already loaded, blew up.

Buildings and homes in towns within a ten-mile radius of the 
scene of the disaster were jwisteh into g r o t e s q u e shapes by the 


tremendous blast which residents oi San Francisco thought was 
an earthquake.

One can understand therefore 
that if the liver does go wrong 
there is a good deal of hell to pay. 
No animal can live for more than 
a few hours after the liver is re­ 
moved. Fortunately it doesn’t go 
wrong very often—I mean badly 
or irretrievably wrong. Cirrhosis 
of the liver, which is due to the 
constant assault of alcohol ab­ 
sorbed from the drunkard’s intes­ 
tines, is one though a rare organic 
liver disease. H epatitis from the 
effect of toxins is probably more 
frequent than we are able to rec­ 
ognize. 
Treatm ent of Liver 


A great improvement has oc­ 
curred in the treatm ent of disuse 
liver degeneration by d ic t It has 
even been claimed th at cirrhosis 
of the liver has been cured in this 
way. The diet is high in carbo­ 
hydrates (starches, sugars, vege­ 
tables and fruits) and also high in 
protein, but low in f a t The pro­ 
teins of m eat, however, are for­ 
bidden and the daily am ount spe­ 
cified for a proper liver diet is 
made up from egg*, milk, cheese 
and vegetable proteins. The total 
daily protein of the liver diet is 
110 gram s (nearly twice the nor­ 
mal requirem ent), the carbohy­ 
drates ait* put at 500 gram s and 
the fat content at OO gram s, a 
total caloric value of about 3000 
calories. Vitamins are also pushed 
as extra amounts of them are sup­ 
posed to stim ulate the liver cedis 
to regeneration.

Peach canning can go easy on the sugar allowance, says Jean 
Allen, home economist of the Kroger Food Foundation, who gives 
these simple rules for home preserving this fruit: 
Pre-cooking peaches and packing hot will shrink the fruit and 
make economical use of the jars. 
Also, this cooking will bring out natural juice of the fruit, 
and hence less sugar syrup will be needed than In cold packing. 
Add one-fourth cup of sugar to a pound of raw, prepared 
peaches. 
Put the sugar directly on the peaches for a few minutes be­ 
fore cooking so as to start the juice flowing. 
Heat slowly, and finally bring to boiling point. 
Pack hot in clean jars, adjust lids and process In boiling 
water bath *20 minutes. 
Sugar for home canning is available upon application at local 
rationing boards. 
With a peach crop reported by the federal 
government 17 percent above average, housewives are advised by 
Miss Allen to save as much of this fruit as possible by canning 
at home.

The man pictured above does not drive 
locomotives, but from his Centralized Traffic 
Control board, he sets signals and switches 
and controls the movement of all trains on a 
section of railroad as far away as 87 miles. He 
is a fast thinking Norfolk and Western train 
dispatcher, speeding vital wartime traffic. In 
the same office is another dispatcher who con­ 
trols the movement of trains 165 miles away. 
The top panel of the control board is a 
miniature of the dispatcher s section of rail­ 
road. Small red lights, flashing on and off, 
show him the location and progress of every 
train on the 87 miles of track he controls. He 
twists a lever . . . and miles away, a switch 
is set, a signal changes . . . a train moves into 
a siding for another train to pass. He flips 
another lever . . . and the train passes out to 
the main line and is on its way. From this 
"C. T. C.” board, the dispatcher controls 44 
switches and 143 signals, thus dispatching 
trains swiftly and safely over long distances 
without written train orders. 
His job is no 
guess work. The track — in miniature — is 
there in front of him. His machine is fool 
proof, for switches and signals are so inter­ 
locked that it is impossible to show conflicting

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signals. Switches and signals will not follow 
the lever control unless the train movements 
can be made safely. 
Automatic signals, which keep speeding 
trains safe distances from each other; inter­ 
locking plants, operated in congested districts, 
and Centralized Traffic Control systems make it 
possible for the Norfolk and Western to move 
a tremendous volume of wartime traffic — the 
greatest load in this railroad's history — faster 
and with maximum safety. 
The modem signal system on the Norfolk 
and Western is the result of years of study and 
the application of the most improved signal 
apparatus which has been developed. This 
study is continuous. It is being made today, 
as always, with the purpose of constantly 
improving the system so that trains can be 
operated at higher speeds with less delay and 
greater safety. 
Norfolk and Western train dispatchers 
and their fellow workers of this railroads 
Signal Department can well be proud of their 
job and the signal apparatus with which they 
work, because they are helping to speed the 
nation's fighters and their fighting equipment 
safely to destination — and certain Victory.
